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Canada Space Agency 
Urged by Scientists 


Satellite 
Program 
Proposed 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Science Council of Canada, 
a government advisory 
body, today recommended 
jestablishment of a Cana- 
dian space agency. 

In its first report on various 
aspects of science im Canada, 
the council ‘said a space agency 
should be responsible , for : 

1. Advancement of Canadian 
capability in the science and 
technology of the upper atmos- 
phere and space; 

2. Furthering development wt 
Canadian space industry ; 4 

3. Planning and implementp- 
tion of an over-all space pfo- 
gram for Canada. aa 

The council said it is not only 
essential that Canada partici- 
pate fully in development and 
use of international communi- 
cations satellite systems but 
that it needs satellites to survey 


The council suggested that 
Canada should build launching 
facilities for experimental rock- 
ets and for small satellites. 

Dr. O. M. Solandt, council 
chairman, said at a press con- 
ference that the government 
has set up a task foree-which 
will report next month on con-

Ke IS INTERESTING, AND EN- 
couraging, ta observe that re- 
gional or amalgamated services are 
receiving favorable attention from 
municipal council heads and mem- 
bers as the approach of election 
time gives added significance to the 
opinions expressed. During the past 
several years few incumbents or 
candidates for civic office have been 
inclined to publicly sponsor projects 


which depended on a regional ap- 


proach for their implementation. 
Amalgamation was a word only to 
be whispered by any potential can- 
didate, for it could wreck his hopes 
of election among a large portion of 
the voters. th 

But since the department of mu- 
nicipal affairs under Mr. Dan Camp- 
bell established the regional concept 
in regard to a number of minor in- 
ter- municipal undertakings, this 
form of joint approach to joint prob- 
lems has received much wider public 
agpeptance. The idea has been ex- 
tended to more important facets of 
community affairs with apparent 
public approval, and today several 
promising proposals are receiving 
active consideration by municipal 
officeholders and the people. 

The provincial warning that mu- 
nicipal measures must soon be un- 
dertaken to curtail water and air 
pollution have been well received by 
officials and the general public. 
There can be few arguments against

likes tax increases it was only to 
be expected that President John- 
son’s proposal for a 10 per cent 
surtax on personal and corporate 
income would meet heavy going 
among legislators, businessmen and 
American public. One of the chief 
difficulties the proposal faces is that 
it is presented as @ double-purpose 
measure--as a means of paying for 
the increasing costs of the Vietnam 
war, and as. a sponge to mop up any 
inflationary pressures in the eco- 
nomy. The double-barrel approach 
has invited a double-barrel response 
from critics of all shades of eco- 
nomic and political belief. 

The strongest opposition, how- 
ever, is coming from the business 
community which by and large 
simply refuses to believe in the gov- 
‘ ernment’s optimistic forecasts of an 
impending strong upturn in the eco- 
nomy. The influential United States 
Chamber of Commerce has taken 
the lead in attacking the tax pro- 
posal with a claim that leading 
indicators do not show either an 
early or a strong upturn in business. 

Attempting to increase govern- 
ment revenues by raising taxes, this 
group argues, could actually lower 
revenues by depressing the econo- 
my. Another effect, it is argued, 
would be that by further stripping 
profits, the government will. force 
busi ‘ss to increase borrowing to

There are renewed pro- 
posals for c ombinéd municipal 
police functions on the grounds of 
efficiency and cost. The regional 
approach to schools, water distribu- 
tion and parks acquisition has won 
solid public approval. It is difficult 
to. see now how these could be 
otherwise managed. 

Slowly but surely the facts of 
community living are asserting 
themselves over sentimental attach- 
ment to the arbitrary municipal 
frontier lines which Tong have ham- 
pered logical development here. Thé 
most striking change is in the pub-
